Writing on the cultivation of flax, Mr. 
David McoMordie, Ballygowan, County Down, 
says :—‘ It is quite evident that farmers have 
been at a serious loss in the past, not know- 
ing the treatment to give flax after it is 
— prevailing idea is that flax lying 
to sun and wind is injured and could not be 
put into Ailí dams quickly enough after it 
is pulled. 1s has been discovered to be 
erroneous. Conferences have been held, and 
Boards have sat frequently in the past, to try 
if possible and discover “wherein the Belgians 
could raise the value of their flax to three 


times the value of our flax, but to no avail. 


“The Belgians season their flax in six or 
eight days. The burning sun and drying 
wind are greater than ours. The operation is 
performed in a much shorter time. When 
seasoning of is complete, and seed taken 
off the flax is put into a dam for three 
or four davs. The object of this is—should 
any bit of fibre still be adhering to the wood, 
when thoroughly softened with water the fibre 
peels off the wood afterwards easily. without 
injuring it. .At the end of three or four days 
it is taken out of steep; dried, and sent to 
the mill with light beaters.to be rolled and 
scutched. When finished in the mill it leaves 
the fibre strorg,. sound, whole and unbroken, 
equal to the Belgian first-class article. 

“H has been said that we have the best 
climate in the world for growing flax. If 
that is so, we should be able to crow the best 
flax in the world. That can easily be done by 
attending to the preparation of the ground, 
and in having the sol in a healthy state when 
sowing time comes. When this takes place, 
we in this country should be able to supersede 
the Belgians in producing a first-class article. 
This is a project that flax spinners should 
take up and carry to completion. By doing 
this they will add many thousands of pounds 
annúally to their prosperity. It will also 
raise materially the value of the flax growers’ 
position. Such an enterprise as this could 
not be in operation too soon.

With the object of enabling growers to 
scutch their flax at hame, a machine has been 


invented which can be kept going by pressure 


of a pedal or by the use of a small motor. 
The inventor claims that the machine makes 
no tow, and thus gives a 30 per cent. larger 
yield of fibre than is aced by the usual 
scutching methods, whilst the unbroken con- 
dition of the fibre when cleaned by the ap- 
paratus fenders the operation of ‘‘ roughing ” 
at the spinning mill unnecessary. 


The Dublin County Committee of Agricul- 
ture has appointed Miss Nora Byrne, Gor- 
manstown, assistant instructor in ultry- 
keeping and butter-making; Mr. C. O’Dono- 
van, Brittas, as assistant instructor in agri- 
culture, and Mr. J. Hurley as cow-testing 
super visor under the new cow-testing scheme.

The value of last night’s speeches is that 
they give the French Government in 
advance a statement of the policy of the 
British Government and an impressive 
indication of the determination of all 
parties in the new House of Commons to 
press for a settlement. The view in the 
Lobby of the Commons last night was that 
Mr. Churchill has already broken the ice.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

Recent criticism of the American Navy's 
inferiority as compared with the navies 
of Great Britain and other nations has 
culminated ir. a demand to Congress by 
the Secretary of the United States Navy, 
Mr. Wilbur, for the immediate rehabilita- 
tion of the Navy and the bringing of it up 
to the strength permitted by the Arms 
Limitations Treaty. 

In outlining his demand for immediate 
Congress appropriations for the recondition- 
ing of six crippled battleships and the 
modernising of thirteen others, Mr. Wilbur, 
at a special executive session of the House 
+ Appropriations Committee, graphically illus- 
trated the uses of new types of ships in 
modern warfare, and the costliness of the 
want thereof in time of need, 

Congress is to be urged to put in construc- 
tion at once additional light cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines, sufficient to 
restore the United States to the five-five-three 
ration with Great Britain and Japan. . 

Mr. Wilbur favours the holding of another 
Conference of the Powers to deal with the 
limitation of naval craft, which is not covered 
by the Treaty, and argues that enormous ex 

ansion by any navy along the lines permitted 
y the Treaty would destroy the ratio, as 
only battleships and aircraft carriers are 
limited. 1 

Among the recommendations being sub- 
mitted to Congress are full maintenance of 
the five-five-three ratio: modernisation of 
thirteen battleships by the addition of deck 
protectors, and “‘blisters”’; the recondition- 
ing of six older battleships; the building of 
extra craft to accompany the Fleet in action, 
including scout cruisers, Fleet submarines, 
destroyers and aircraft carriers. 

_Mr. Wilbur expressed the belief that each 
signatory Power has scrupulously observed 
the Arms Treaty provisions, but the United 
States has lagged behind its rights. 

_ For America to postpone modernisation of 
its battleships and the reaching of the full 
strength allowed under the five-five-three 
ratio, Mr. Wilbur asserts. is to gamble with 
chances of war within the next ten years, 
and to increase the possibility of war by un- 
preparedness.

Dr. Marx was unable to persuade Herr 
Stresemann, the Foreign Secretary, to agree 
to a coalition with the Socialists, and Germany 
will have a non- Socialist Government 
dominated by the Junkers. 

The Chancellor goes to see President Ebert 
to-morrow with the Cabinet’s resignation. 
He is determined not to collaborate with the 
Junkers, and Herr Stresemann, I understand, 
will be asked to form a Cabinet.

NEW NATIONAL PROGRAMME. 


The new national programme of the 
National Union of Railwaymen for improved 
wages and conditions was presented to the 
railway companies in London yesterday after- 
noon. The managers have not yet had an 
opportunity of examining the details, and it 
is not possible at present to estimate the 
additional burden to the wages bill, but a 
railway official stated last night that the de- 
mands appeared on the surface to be ‘‘ some- 
what outrageous, especially at this time.” 

About 650,000 men in all grades are involved 


in the proposals, and men of the London 


electric railways are included. 

For the salaried staff it is proposed 
. to increase che minimum of all 
classes by £10 per year, and to reduce the 
period in which a man shall reach the maxi- 
mum in his particular class from four years 
to one year.

REFUGEES’ STORIES OF 


PANIC, 


BELGRADE, Wednesday. 

The newspaper, Politika, states that accord- 
ing to refugees who crossed the Albanian fron- 
tier into Yugo Slavia yesterday, insurrection 
has broken out in various parts of Albania, 
especially among the Mati and Liouma tribes- 
men, and seems to be spreading rapidly. 

The insurrection js attributed to propaganda 
by Albanian emigres against the policy of 
Monsignor Fannoli’s Government. The in- 
surgents are reported to be armed with 
machine guns and automatic rifles, and it is 
stated that they intended to occupy Tirana 
and overthrow the Fannoli Government. 

The Jatter has adopted stringent measures 
to suppress the insurrection, and has placed 
Redgeb Chalia in command of the troops 
operating against the insurgents. 

According to the refugees panic reigns in 
Tirana, and Monsignor Fannoli is in flight. 
It is believed here, however, that the situa- 
tion is not serious, and, owing to the limited 
number of tribes who are reported to be tak- 
ing part in the revolt, it is impossible at pre- 
sent to form an opinion of the possible de- 
velopment, of the movement.—(Reuter.)

SOVIET OFFICIAL'S VIEW. 


A Correspondent, who signs himself 
Traveller, writes in the course of a letter 
to The Times:—I have recently returned 
from a prolonged stay in Russia, which 
enabled me thoroughly to appreciate the 
moral degradation and physical destruction 
wrought by the present rulers of that un- 
happy country, under the pretence of liberat- 
ing it from the Tsarist and bourgeois yoke. 
Qn the journey back I had the good fortune 
to share a compartment with a very high 
cfficial of the Soviet Government. Till we 
had crossed the Russian border he was 
reticent, and gave only short and rather surly 
replies to my discreet attempts to elicit infor- 
mation on the Bolshevist view of things. 
When we had crossed the frontier I felt that 
discretion on my part was no longer required. 
I put my questions more boldly. Curiously, 
the mingle’ effect of the sense of having 
passed the frontier and of my more open 
enriosity, had the result of making my fellow- 
traveller open out, ard he ended by giving 
me what in sum amounted to a remarkable 
objective analysis of the Communist Bolshevist 
mentality. 

My first question was concerned with the 
authenticity of the Zinovieff letter. The dis- 
pute over this document is absurd, he replied. 

Myself—You mean the whole thing was 
only an election manoeuvre? 

The Official—No; it may, of course, quite 
well have been that, What I mean is the 
discussion about its authenticity and as to 
whether or not Zinovieff wrote the mani- 
festo as it was published, and on the date, is 
quite irrelevant. The essential is that the 
letter is a true picture of Muscovite methods. 
Both the document itself and the declaration 
of inconsistency are entirely at one with 
our tactics.

MADRID, Wednesday. 

The following communiqué, issued at 
2.30 p. m., reports the progress of the opera- 
tion to effect the withdrawal of the troops, 
who have been encamped during the last two 
days at Souk el Arba as a result of the bad 
weather. Three columns took part, two 
being ordered to attack the enemy and the 
third to screen the withdrawal. One of the 
former took up a position on the heights of 
Nonkal, which will form part of a new line. 
The enemy resisted fiercely, but was repulsed 
everywhere, the Spanish force bringing artil- 
lery and. aircraft into action. A number of 
enemy dead and wounded were left on the 
field and some prisoners were taken. The 
Spanish losses are not yet known.

ROME, Wednesday. 

This morning Mr. Austen Chamberlain, 
who was accompanied by Sir Odo Russell, 
the British Minister to the Holy See, was 
received in audience by the Pope, and 
aiterwards visited Cardinal Gasparri, the 
Cardinal Secretary of State. Mr. Chamber- 
lain was the bearer of messages to 
Pius XI. from King George and Queen 
Mary, and received, in return, cordial 
messages from th Pontiff for Their 
Majesties. 

For the rest, the conversation with the 
Pope dealt exclusively with Great Britain 
and the Empire, and European politics 
were not mentioned. With Cardinal 
Gasparri, however, more general subjects 
were touched upom. It is said that the 
Russian question was discussed, and that 
probably the position of the Vatican 
towards the League of Nations was 
broached. 


The desire of the Vatican, I am authorita 
tively informed, is not to become a membet 
of th: League, which, it is considered, would 
unnecessarily complicate the position of thu 
Holy See, but to be invited to send as 
observer to the Council and Assembly meet 


ings. 
CEREMONIAL RECEPTION 

The British Foreign Minister and his party, 
in accordance with Vatican etiquette, wort 
evening dress with white tie and no decora- 
tions. When the motor car entered the 
Apostolic Palace, the Swiss Guards stationed 
at the gate, in their picturesque multi- 
coloured uniforms, rendered military honours, 

Mr, Chamberlain alighted in the Court of 
San Damaso, before the entrance to the grand 
staircase leading to the Papal apartments, 


where the Ponifical gendarmes stood at atten- . 


tion, and mounted to the magnificent 
Clementine Hall, where the Swiss Guards 
were drawn up with their halberds, giving 
the scene an air of medieval splendour. 

Mr. Chamberlain was presented to the 
Papal officials by Mr. Odo Russell. The door 
of the Papal library shortly afterwards. 
opened, and the Pope himself appeared, en- 
tirely dressed in white, with a white 
zucchetta, the only note of colour being a 
gold chain with a pectoral cross suspended 
from it, and gold eye-glasses. 

PRIVATE DISCUSSIONS. 

The meeting between the Pope and Mr. 
Chamberlain was most cordial. The British 
Foreign Secretary, at the invitation of: His 
Holiness, sat down next the latter at his 
desk. The private conversation between them 
lasted about twenty minutes. 

It is presumed, in view of the Pontiff’s 
well-known interest in the League of Nations, 
which he considers an essential factor in the 
preservation of world peace, that the con- 
versation turned largely on the present 
Council meeting, and other matters connected 
with the League. 

Mr. Chamberlain and his party, on leaving 
the Pope, went down below to ‘Cardinal 
Gasparri’s office, where they were received 
by the Papal Secretary of State, and had an 
interesting conversation with him before re- 
turning to the British Embassy. 

IMPORTANT QUESTIONS. 
_ Receiving a number of representative 
journalists at the British Embagsy (says a 
Reuter message from Rome), Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain made a long and frank state- 
ment regarding his visits to Rome and 
Paris, with due regard to the fact that he 
would have to talk on them iú the House 
of Commons on his return. Asked by one of 
Eis audience why such importance was at- 
tached to the Geneva protocol, Mr. Chamber- 
lain rephed that it was only necessary to 
take the trouble to read it to see whether to 
approve or disapprove it. It raised a ques- 
tion of vast importance. 

was gratified,” Mr. Chamberlain con- 
tinued, by the reception at the Vatican, 
and by all that His Holiness the Pope said 
to me about my country. We talked of 
Great Britain and the British Empire, but 
did not discuss the affairs of the world.” 

It appeared that Mr. Chamberlain’s con- 
versation with Cardinal Gasparri, the Pope’s 
Secretary of State, went rather further. 
Mr. Chamberlain described it as a very 
pleasant talk. In reply to a question about 
Signor Mussolini, Mr. Chamberlain de- 
precated the idea of discussing his host. He 
spoke of his great interest in meeting him, 
and declared he could only say that he felt 
all respect was due to the head of the Italian 
Government. He was not disappointed in 
the opinion he had already formed of him. 

EGYPT AND THE LEAGUE. 

Questioned about the possibility of Egypt 
being brought up for discussion at Rome, 
Mr. Chamberlain said it was not likely he 
would make a statement on the subject here. 
The matter, he added, does not call 
for intervention by the League, and there is 
no danger to the peace of the world. Our 
relations with the new Egyptian Government 
are all that they should be. Matters are 
well on the way to a settlement, and I think 
it very unlikely that my colleagues on the 
Council will question me on the subject, 
and it would, of course; be absurd for me to 
volunteer to make a statement. 

The settlement the Government had in 
sight, he said, was founded on the despatch 
which Mr. Ramsay Macdonald sent to 
Zaghlul Pasha when the negotiations in Lon- 
don had failed. Sir Lee Stack’s death was 
not merely murder, but the culmination of an 
agitation unchecked by Zaghlul Pasha, who 
had already been warned of the consequences 
by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. That, said 
Mr. Chamberlain, is the significance of Sir 
Lee Stack’s murder, and we could not be con- 
tent with mere regret or payment. Therefore, 
it was necessary to repeat that the murder 
did not stand alone, but was the foreseen 
culmination of a long, bitter and disloyal 
agitation. Our position in the future is to 
make our authority unquestioned and un- 
questionable, to protect our vital interests and 
incidentally those of all the world.” 

COLOGNE OCCUPATION, 

Asked whether Britain would withdraw en- 
tirely from the Cologne bridgehead or take up 
another position, Mr. Chamberlain said :—‘‘I 
have not had occasion to discuss the matter, 
but I assume it is to the interests of all that 
so long as there is occupation we ought to 
participate.“ :

“ Turning now to our investments in other 
eompanies, the most important in many 
respects is our interest in Pearson and Hor. 
man Long, Ltd. You will remember that 
we hold a half share in this concern, the 
other half being held by the Whitehall 
Securities Corporation, Ltd., representing 

Cowdray. This company controls a 
large portion of the coal-bearing district of 
Kent, and if our hopes as to the value of the 
coal are realised it promises to be a profit- 
able undertaking. 

In the construction of the colliery which 

has been commenced at Betteshanger, the 
policy of Messrs. Pearson and Dorman Long, 
Lied., has been to instal permanent surface 
plant and equipment as from the beginning, 
so that when coal is reached no time will be 
lost in its commereial development. This has 
meant heavy initial capital outlay, but we are 
in full agreement with the policy, which will 
tender possible an earlier return in the way 
of profits than could have been aétained ii 
the preliminary stages of the work had been 
carried out with temporary plant and build- 
ings.

ANOTHER COLLIERY PURCHASED. 

“ Messrs. Pearson and Dorman Long, Ltd., 
have also acquired Snowdown Colliery, 
situated on the main Dover-Canterbury line. 
At the time of purchase this colhery was 
engaged in working an unprofitable seam, and 
was also suffering from having to make use 
of antiquated and, in many instances, tem. 
porary surface plant. It has now been closed 
down to enable the management to complete 
the sinking of one ef the pits to a seam of 
better ity already reac by the other, 
and to imstal more modern plent. 

“Provision of the capital required in this 
undertaking is naturally a heavy drain on 
our fesources, but we are very sanguine in 
our belief that the views held by Messrs.

“Since our last meeting we have acquired 
a controlling interest im the British Structural 
Steel Co. operating in Buenos Aires. As the

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Until recently, our business has been 
on the basis of short credits, but 
now that we have embarked upon long term 
contracts, such as the sp Harbour and 
other bridges, to which I will shortly refer, 
it becomes for ts to reduce our 
stocks consider in order to help us in 
finding the ert ired to finance con. 
tracts of this nature im their earlier stages 
before we begin to receive payments. 
‘* During the year our iron and steel- making 
lants have been maintained in good order. 
e have taken no steps towards increasing 
their capacity, because we think that it 1 
already sufficient for our pu „ and we 
have concentrated our efforts, first on build. 
ing 15 our raw material resources, and 
sécoridly on extending wherever desirable 
those of our departments which help to absorb 
our steel output. In addition, we have 
strengthened ovr by-product plants, which 
become every day a more important feature 
of our undertaking. 


A NEW DEPARTURE. 
We have recently taken an important step 
in forming 4 new department with the object 
of undertaking bridge contracts as a whole. 


Hitherto our part in bridge-building has been 


confined, as a rule, to the steelwork of the 
super-structure, and while this has brought 
many valuable orders to our bridge yard, we 
did not consider we were in a position to do 
ourselves full justiee unless we were able to 
undertake complete contracts, including the 
conattuction of the civil engineering portion 
of the work. The new department is estab- 
lished in London, where we have secured the 
services of Mr. R. Freeman, M.I.C.E., and 
Mr. G. Intbault as our consulting engineers. 
“I am glad to say that we have made a 
good ‘start. We have already obtained the 
order for the Sydney Harbour bridge st a 
price of four and a quarter million pounds, 
and within the last few da 
that our tender for the bridge over the Tyne, 
which it is proposed to erect at Newcastle, 
has been considered favourably by the New- 
castle and Gateshead Corporations. We 
anderstand that it is now in the hands of their 
engmeer, and wé hope shortly to hear that 
it has met with their final approval. In each 
of these contracts we included in our tender 
what we considered a satisfactory margin of 


t. 

We have placed the Sydney contract in 
the hands of Mr. L. Ennis, who until recently 
was our general and whom we 
have now elected to a seat on the board. Mr. 

is is well qualified to supervise an under- 
taking of this importance and magnitude, as 
he has had several years of experience in 
bridge-building in America. He was also 
tesponsible for the design and construction 
of our steelworks and rolling mills at Redcar. 


WORKS IN AUSTRALIA: 

We believe we are in an especially advan- 
tageous position to carry out this contract, as 
we are already established m Australia, with 
works both at Melbourne and Sydney. The 

works will be supplemented by a 
ial fabricating shop adjoining the site of 
bridge, which will be provi 

finest equipment of heavy structural ma- 
oy that it ig possible to obtain. 

We are fortunate in our choice of con- 
culting engineers. Mr. Freeman is a partner 
in the firm of Sir Douglas Fox and Partners, 
and Mr. Imbanit is well known in engineering 
circles as having been responsible for the erec- 
tion of several important bridges. Onur archi- 
tects are Sir John Burnet and Partners. 

“We are sparing no pains to secure the ser- 
vices for our construction staff of the best 
brains obtainable, and altogether I feel very 
confident that this contract will be com- 

leted to the satisfaction of the New South 
ales Government and their chief engineer, 
Dr. J. C. Bradfield. 


THE OUTLOOK. 

“I would now like to say a few words 
about the position of the iron and steel trade 
of the coustry as I see it to-day. It is 
passing through a time of trouble which, if 
not actually critical, is more serious than 
anything I can remember. The causes are 
many, all contributing in a greater or less 
degree to the troubles which beset us, but in 
my opinion our greatest difficulty to-day lies 
in the disparity which exists between the 
prices which Continental makers are able to 
quote and those we are forced to maintain by 
the conditions obtaining in this country. 

In the leng run I am satisfied that in. 
creasing stability in industrial conditions on 
the Continent will bring with it a steady rise 
in the cost of production, so that British 
and Continental prices will sooner or later 
come closer tegether. 

‘* Unfortunately, this may prove a long 
process, and until it is finished the iron and 
steel trade of this country may find it difficult 
to maintain its position m the markets of the 
world unless some change takes place in the 
conditions under which it is to-day working. 

“The obvious remedy is for us to reduce 
the cost of production, but I find it difficult to 
see how we are to bring it much below its 
present figure. 

“The price of British steel to-day is less 
than 40 per cent. above pre-war prices. Wages 
in some branches of the iron and steel trade 
have reached a low level compared with 
other sections of the community. 

„The profits which are being earned are 
barely eien to meet prior and preferential 
charges, and in some cases not even the 
latter. In fact, so far as we can ourselves con- 
trol the matter, we are approaching, ik we 
have not reached, our limit in regard to pro- 
duction costs, so that unless a reduction is 
efiected in the cost of those items of our 
charges which we cannot influence, such as 
railway charges, taxation, and local rates, and 
the general cost of living which to-day is more 
than 70 per cent. above the pre-war level, I 
can see but little prospect of being able to 
offer more attractive prices in our home or 
overseas markets. 


LIMITING OUTPUT. 
“ I am convinced that any step, such as an 
amation of interests with a view to 
limiting output, which must have the ultimate 
effect of raising prices at home, is not in itself 
going to help us. . 

” in an unprotected home market the im- 
mediate result would be to make the foreign 
market even more attractive to the British 
buver than it is to-day, while a rise in our 
prices would have a disastrous effect on our 
power to meet competition in the overseas 
market. 

“ With a protected home market, we might 
eventually find ourselves able to ‘dump’ 
our surplus production abroad at a low price, 
which would enable us to retain our export 
trade, but the fact remains that not very 
long ago the country declared itself as de- 
finitely opposed to any policy of the kind. 

“Tt seems to me, therefore, that except by 
reducing the cost of production, any remedy 
we can adopt to-day to meet this disparity in 
prices must react unfavourably on our export 
trade, which is already in a sufficiently pre- 
carious position. 

“ Before the war this country’s exports of 
iron and steel were in the 2. of 
5,000,000 tons per annum. To-day the figure 
is at the rate of not more than 4,000,000 tons, 
and as Continental output increases, as it is 
doing, our exports are more likely to 
diminish than to increase. 


THE REMEDY. 

“I will not dwell upon the importance of 
its export trade to this country; you all know 
it, and all I will say is that unless there is 
bef-re long a radical reduction in the cost of 
living in this country, and in the price that 
the iron and steel trade has to pay for those 
services which it does not control, I am con-
